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FRESH HAVANA TURF TALK 



ORIENTAL PARK S ATTRACTIONS EVOKE THE 
GENERAL ADMIRATION OF ALL VISITORS. 



Iron Mask Being Prepared to Show Cubans a New 
Brand of Speed — Secretary Edwards 
an Interested Arrival. 



Havana, Cuba, January 17 . — The racing at Orien- 
tal Park during the past fortnight lias been marked 
by splendid contests, the number of close finishes 
being quite numerous. There has certainly 
lH*eu plentiful contention and the sport, considering 
the class of horses, lias been particularly good. 
The horses that came here sick from Maryland are 
rounding to and every day finds new material in 
some of the races. Cuba is probably the greatest 
country in the world for live stock, and it is rare 
for a horse to develop sickness here. 

The new top dressing that Harry Brown. Jr., 
placed on the track has worked wonders with the 
goiug. Owing to the lack of rain ami the long dry 
spell, the footing was getting a little hard and, 
unlike last year, the horsemen were praying for 
rain. Early Sunday morning heavy showers fell 
and it was just the thing needed to improve things 
generally. After the rain the California harrow 
was run around the track and in the afternoou the 
going was faster than ever. When Sir Edgar, 
Anita, Harry Shaw and others of that class round 
to it will be interesting to see just how fast they 
will run over the Oriental Park track. If a horse 
like Roamer was here there is no question but what 
some world’s records would be hung up. 

Manager Brown is now devoting his attention to 
the infield. That part of the course is being made 
as level as a billiard table. It is the intention of 
the landscape gardeners to make the infield most 
picturesque and in keeping with other parts of the 
course. Flower beds will be laid out along the 
rail fronting the grandstand and a first -class polo 
field will be constructed, on which international 
matches will be played in the future. The Cubans 
are adepts at all sorts of games ami it has been 
predicted by those who are conversant with the 
temperament of the people hero, that they will take 
to polo like a duck to water. It is the inteutiou 
of the management to promote shooting contests, 
automobile races, aeroplane races and motor boat 
racing next winter with the idea of bringing to- 
gether the cracks of the world. It is expected that 
the government will lend its aid in a substantial 
manner, as those contests will la* a great advertise- 
ment for Cuba and will attract the attention of the 
tourists the world over. 

There have been a number of arrivals here during 
the past ten days. <1. W. J. Bissell. a well-known 
manufacturer of Pittsburgh, returned after spend- 
ing a couple of weeks at his home. Mr. Bissell has 
several horses here, most of which are two-year-obis. 
One of them. Helmet’s Daughter, won a race here 
a few days ago. Mr. Bissell owns Rapid Water. 
t|ie sire of Mauokin, another winner here. Mr. 
Bissell received word from Registrar Rowe of the 
Jockey Club that the names Seminole and Ponce de 
l.« sin had been allowed for two of his youngsters. 
The others in his stable, besides Helmet’s Baugh- 
ter. are Curls. Iditdita and Sister Emblem. 

The stable of Jeefferson Livingston lias done par 
ticiiJarly well since its arrival here. The Goldblatt- 
Livlngston combination lias won several races and 
a majority of tin* winners lmve paid handsome 
dividends. The stable was strengthened materially 
• / tlie acquisition of jockey Clarence Turner. 
There is no bettor rider here than Turner and he 
is sure to win his share of the races, Goldblatt 
is preparing the sprinter Iron Mask for a record- 
breaking performance and. it is presumed, that an 
effort will lie made to have him reduce the mark 
he hung up at Juarez some time during Mr. Liv- 
ingston’s visit here. Mr. Livingston and a party 
of friends are expected here next week for an ex- 
tended stay. 

W. C. Edwards, secretary of the Metropolitan 
Joekey Club, accompanied by Frank Flood, was an 
arrival from New York on Tuesday. Mr. Edwards 
was surprised at the magnitude of the sport and 
the plant that manager Brown has constructed at 
Marianao. Mr. Edwards is quite a globe trotter 
and has visited many of the largest race courses 
in the different parts of the world. He considers 
Oriental Park one of the finest courses he has ever 
seen and says that it is certainly the fastest. He 
predicts that the meetings here will develop into 
the greatest ever given at any place in the winter. 

George Conaidine. Jimmy Kellar, George Grant, 
Pat Shannon and George Steward arc other new- 
comers. who are daily visitors at Oriental Park. 
Next week John Cavanaugh. John Walters and 
E«l Ryan are looked for. It i< expected that there 
will i>e a large influx from New Orleans at the 
conclusion of that meeting. Harry White, who is 
in the Crescent City soliciting horses, succeeded 
in shipping over a half dozen a few days ago. 
They comprised the division of the stable that 
G. A. Alexandra was racing at the Fair Grounds. 
About thirty more will lie sent over. 

Pat Shannon joined the ranks of the layers a 
few days back and is a little winner. Some of the 
others in line are John Hare of Toronto, Charlie 
Rrogand (It. & (). » of Chicago. Fred Cook, Tom 
Buckley, Henry Wells and J. Griffith of New York. 

Walter Carter has a couple of horses here and 
lias l>een quite successful. One of them. Nathan 
It., has developed into quite a sprinter. He secured 
ibis horse at Ratliinon*. paying $100 for him. In 
his six starts here Nathan It. has won five times, 
lie was run up to $1.2<M> and taken from Carter in 
oik* of his races by G. Alexandra, who afterwards 
sold him back. Carter then sold the horse to a 
local dentist who paid him $ 1 , 250 , and the horse 
Moonstone, which he had purchased of John Pangle 
a few days previous, for $ 800 . This made Nathan 
R. cost his new owner $2,050. The horse beat Im- 
perator the first time he started for his new owner. 
Carter has a promising apprentice named Ball 
under contract. The lad rode bis first winner here 
and looks like one of the best prospects of the 
season. Some shrewd judges have picked Ball out 
as n comer and Carter will take tlie boy from here 
to Maryland next spring. Carter, bv the way, was 
foreman for S. A. Olopton at one time. Karriona. 
the darn of Nathan R.. established a track record 
at Pimlico for three and a half furlongs, the first 
time she ever faced the barrier.

BAD TRACK AND WEATHER 



CHANGED TRACK CONDITIONS DO NOT DAUNT 
NEW ORLEANS PATRONS OF RACING. 



Owaga Defeats Silver Sedge in a Clcse Finish- 
Jockey J. Hanover Guides Three YT'inncrs 
To Victory. I 



New Orleans. La., January 17. — Cold weather aiul 
had track conditions did not seem to have much of 
an effect on the attendance at the Fair <1 rounds 
today, for a surprisingly large crowd was out. Tho 
Palm Garden action was not so lively as formerly, 
many of the price-quoters deciding to lay off for a 
time because of heavy losses. 

As a result of the changed track conditions there 
were many withdrawals. The sprints were particu- 
larly benefited by this as originally they were top 
heavy. 

The best finish developed with the opener when 
Owaga, carrying Thomas Clyde’s colors, just tint- 
stayed Gifford A. Cochran’s Silver Sedge. The latter 
was regarded with high favor and would have won 
at a longer distance. 

Trainer J. M. Goode saddled three winners during 
the afternoon in his own filly Molly Reach, and 
Dr. Kendall and Jessie Louise owned by J. T. 
Looney. Kate K.. winner of the third race, had. 
an easy time in showing the way throughout. 

When J. Hanover landed Africa Beau first in the 
closing dash, it marked the third winner lie had 
ridden during the afternoon. 

Jockey S. Brown was suspended for six days by 
the judges for offering interference to several of 
the other starters while going to the first turn 
astride of Beau Pere. 

Inability to get more mounts here has decided 
jockey F. Murphy to go to Tia Juana and ride. 
His license here is a conditional one to ride for the 
E. B. Elkins stable only, but judge Murphy will, 
in view of the boy’s eagerness to rehabilitate him- 
self. recommend that the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations give lii in a non-restrictive license. 

There were many arrivals today from the east. 
The newcomers included Senator Christy Sullivan 
of New York. 

John Walters, trainer of George M. Hendrie’s 
horses, arrived this morning from Louisville to look 
over things. The Hendrie horses are being wintered 
at Douglas Park. 

“Canada” Jack Adkins, trainer of the R. .T. 
Mackenzie horses, was an arrival today from Cali- 
fornia. His horses are wintering at Louisville. 

J. J. Lillis spread his foot slightly in his last 
race, which will probably necessitate the use of 
bar plates in future starts. 

Hamlet Moore purchased Counterpart after his 
victory of Saturday. 

Resume, owned by William Gerst. was destroyed 
yesterday after he fell and broke his foreleg while 
exercised. 

Africa Beau was bid up to $000 by William 
Walker, but the horse was retained by an advance 
of $o. 

Samuel Louis was an arrival today from his home 
in Kansas City and will remain for the rest of 
the racing. 



DAMPER ON RACING IN FRANCE. 



Considerable surprise has been evinced by breeders 
and owners at tlie result of the interview between 
the minister of agriculture and the representatives 
of the Societe d’ Encouragement on the subject of a 
prompt resumption of racing in France. This so- 
ciety, the Jockey Club of France, has, through one 
of its stewards. Count de Quincy, expressed its firm 
intention of taking no steps to alleviate the legiti- 
mate complaints of those interested in the horse in- 
dustry. Such a declaration on the part of a body 
which has as its “raison d’etre” the amelioration 
and development of the thoroughbred puts a stop 
to all the hopes raised by the publication of condi- 
tions of races to come. This decision was arrived 
at by the thirteen members of the committee who 
hold the fate of racing in their hands, and my 
excellent colleague, “Bend Or.” remarks that seven 
of this “Council of Thirteen’’ do not own even a 
hair of the tail of a race horse, while the remaining 
six were in 1914 owners or part owners of eighty- 
six broodmares and took no active part iu racing, 
save as regards the Deauville yearling sales. Con- 
sequently the minister of agriculture, who has im- 
plied his assent to the race meetings projected at 
Nice and elsewhere outside the military zones, has 
been disarmed. As “Bend Or” says. M. Meline is 
well acquainted with the position of breeders and 
owners, and must deeply regret that while the 
theaters, einenias and places of amusement in 
Paris and the provinces are open to the public, the 
government and the leading race societies have re- 
fused to adopt any measures enabling owuers and 
breeders to obtain some slight return for the losses 
sustained during the past eighteen months of en- 
forced inactivity. Tin* reserve funds in the hands 
of the S<ieiete d’ Encouragement were computed at. 
seven millions of francs at the commencement of 
the war. The depreciation of securities may have 
reduced that amount by a million of francs, but 
there still remains a sum of six millions for racing. 
Not a murmur was raised at the suggestion to re- 
duce the value of the richer events under its rules. 
Promises are made as to the future, but as breeders 
and owners deelare it is a poor answer to the man 
who asks for immediate relief to tell him that if 
he will only wait another year be will have all he 
wants. The grass is no doubt growing, but the 
steed is starving, and the title of the Societe d’En- 
couragement from a breeder’s point of view seems 
little justified at the moment. — Paris Letter to Lon- 
don Sportsman. 



VALUABLE COLT DIES SUDDENLY. 



Lexington. Ky., January 17. — Presumably from 
some heart ailment. Sunlight, the two-year-old chest- 
nut colt by Sundridge — Spectrum, bred in France 
by Clarence H. Mackay and purchased at his sale 
in New Y’ork December 24 by Kenneth Alexander 
for $6,600, dropped dead at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion course this morning. He was insured for 
$7,500. Tlie colt had been cantering mildly for a 
few- minutes when he stumbled for no apparent 
cause. His boy pulled him on. dismounted and 
led him to where his trainer. W. J. Young, was 
standing on tin* track and he toppled over dead be- 
fore the lad could explain his suspicions of trouble. 
Dr. E. W. Hagyard will make a post mortem ex- 
amination to ascertain the cause of death.
